CiitalyalB, as was pointed out by 
the speaker is of practical Importance 
not only hi the Inanimate worlil hut 
also in the study of biological pro- 
cesses that go on in the living organ- 
ism in the normal and abnormal con- 
ditions. 

The speakei', developed the idea, liy 
many illustrations, that a catalysis Is 
a substance that Is capable uf enter- 
ing into' louse 'éholnicrfl combination 
with Specific - subalanccs and ll|)orat- 
ing these In a very active copilitlon. 
Dr. Hlbbert dealt very thoroiiglily 
wtlh heterogeneous un<l homogeneous 
catalysis into which classes they may 
naturally bo divided, giving the .So- 
ciety the latest restilts and- conclu- 
sions of some of the foremost wprkerss 
in the field.

The problem of adequate gj'mnasium facilities is continu- 
ally recurring with added impetus and with a greater forceful- 
ness. The use of school gj'ranasium in the vicinity of the'college 
..n certainlyy be nothing but a temporary measure, but even 
"hen such a state of affairs cannot but be censured severely, 
should be self-evident to the authorities that the type of stu- 
t who should take gj'mnasium instruction is the very one who 
00 timid to take part in an activity which is not directly con- 
cted with the college. When a student has to go to the Mon- 
eal High School for exercise, it has not the direct appeal which 
would emanate from the mere existence of a university gym. It 
is all very well to point out our sucesses in athletics this year and 
claim that this proves the Heedlessness , of a gymnasium. But it 
must be remebered that through the lack of a gym, the fully de- 
veloped athlete who takes part in our college athletics lias lost 
nothing whatever. People have complained in the past that the 
SÏiiiétes received more attention than was necessary, but under 
the present circumstances the athlete rceeives all the attention, 
while .those who really do need developing form of exercise are 
pî'îto'their own devices with an appaling indifference by those 
in charge/ This condition must be rectified, and that at once. 
McGill may win championships, but what good will they do her if 
they do not give a new lease of life to sport in the minor field of 
activity? Yet a certain apathy, a certain intolerable unconcern 
threatens to materialize, for if the ordinary student with a sort 
of half-hearted wish to take part in athletics is not accomodated 
in this desire, his interest, instead of being fostered and fed with 
a longing for athletic glory, will die of malnutrition and indiffer-

to the proviso: 'If I must t.ike college 
nn?ii.

liut where is Big Business to find 
these high-school graduates, energetic 
lads of first-rate intelligence, who 
have in them the making of futurei 
business leaders? AS'hen a lad of this 
sort finishes h gh school nowadays he 
goes on to college, no matter how 
poor his family, so much less have 
iKjconie the difficulties of financing a 
college course, what with scholurshlpK, 
opportunités to work his way through 
In whole or In part, ajid the case of 
negotl.'itlng a loan for the purpose. Jf 
he does go into business directly from 
high school, • It is only lor .'t year or 
two, that his earnings may belj) to 
ward the coveted «oui.

ilh'-re was alw.iy;s one man who would 
Inquire, ar.'?. he seemed to express a 
half-uttorcd dcïlrî to know on the 
part of otiliers: 'Now, cairi you tell me 
— not exactly, of course, but ap- 
proximately — what r should be getting 
three or four ytars from n(AV If 1 
came wi'.li your conip.tny?'

lliinii' of iln ir i'oMv»r.'-.,'itl«n — .at. meal 
tint'--, in their rooms at night, ami 
while they snatch smokes together 
during business hour.-f — is how much 
this one r,;itl that is drawing, the son- 
)>ationa.l salary reported to lie jiald 
somebody else willi some otl'tr cun- 
cern, and their^ personal iirospects 
prospect In reg.ard to increase. 

The colleges assert th.at they make 
every efl'oil to induce a different at- 
liiudi.' ill tlie student planning to go 
Into bu.-^iiieHM, l,iu the only answer Is 
that thus far college reaching along 
this line has been largely Ineffective. 

I3usine.s.s executives, as a rule, 
worked long and ardously for their own 
advances, in tliolr own youth it was t 
grve imjiroprlety for a young man to 
ask for larger salary. They cling to 
the old view. And when they do in- 
creaso a young man's pay they expect 
him to exliil>it real :ippreclatlKii. Tho 
college man, liowever, not only takes 
an advance as a matter of cour-se, 
but not infrequently walks into their 
offices and argues that it should 
l>een more!

shortl.v — nil 'executive. 1 i-.'iii truthfully 
state that no one young college man 
in It hundrcid wUli whom 1 hii\-e dis- 
cussed a btislne.ts future hns failed 
to mnko it: plain that Ihn thing .above 
evei'>-thlng elsi- he ■ivas liiterested In 
was .an oxiecutlvo position. Ills knowl- 
edge of the various functions of busl- 
nosH might be shadowy, he might bo 
far from clear as to the line In which 
he Intended to direct olhors, but t'hovo 
tv.as no uncertainty whatever In his 
I'Xpi'iUiitioii of ac'.Jiig dirorlor. 

However brutal the college man 
logimls It, 1 bellcvo the best bit of 
counsel that can be given bim Is to 
forget for bis first five years li\ busi- 
ness that tbei-e is !»in."h a word in Ills 
vocabiilarly as 'executive.' Ills failure 
to tise the term will not defeat any sec- 
ret hopes; and certainly in tio other 
one way does he so produce his case 
as when he talks, and often with the 
utmost saiig-frolil, .of an execu'li™ 
position for liiiusi'lf, l:ill(s of It as a 
certainty, and lo Inisiness siip.;riors 
who may not yet have detertnlned 
whether tHiey wish to retain him even 
In .a minor capacity 

.Vol a little, in fact, of the irritation 
Big Busslne.ss feels '^vllh the college 
man has to do wlfh. his manners. Kxn 
cutlvos easily excuse crudcness in a 
man who has como up from the ranks, 
but they are s'.illl vey generally filled 
with the notion thai a college i-ducn- 
tlo" connotes gonliUly. Ovorli»iklng the 
truth that tnen from overy •wnlk '<f life 
now go to college they aro aatonlf'hod. 
;it limes infiu-lalcd, wihen a graduate 
ot Harvard, Dartnimnth, tho Whar- 
ton t^chool of I'Uiance. or the lliiivr- 
tilty of Chicsigo, bur.tls open the 
office diior, without having ntndo a 
previous appointment, and interrupts 
what may be serious consditittlon. The 
Vist majority of executives of high rank 
of the present day did not go to col- 
lege: they tend in '.oni- and the .same 
bi-ealh to depreciate a college educa- 
1 on and t'o exaggcrale the benefits it 
lonfers. They often appear uiiawai-e 
thai if a young man has not liivblbed 
'IP elemenls of s:noil hrcediiig in his 
owj, hi«ne ho will not acquire them at 
college. 

1 recall a gifted young man. about 
n year out of college, to whom h.'id 
boon given the ever-pressing pro- 
blem ot the conservation of office 
space. Il was intended, of course 
that any changes ho proiiosed should 
f-o brought about by diplomatic ap- 
proach to the executives affected 
But the young man -was so captiva- 
ted by I'.K' really admirable read- 
justments he had worked out that he 
■went strutting around the sjilcs dn 
partmont, announcing to the sales 
correspondents that the sales man- 
ager's office was entirely too largo 
and that li" propo-sed to take some 
Of the space away and give it to 
others. The young man's lordly 
words reached t'.te sales manager. 
Alter a few hearty laughs over the 
matter, tho sitle.s manager's wrath 
vanished, liul it was incalculably 
more dlfficuil to introduci; a college 
man into his department than it had 
been before. 

ANlille colleges do not attempt to 
te-ich manners to tho mannerless, 
more Ihati one edncatbr Is convinced 
lliai th" student's future progress 
will be lo a great extent dependent 
upon them. The dean of one ot oiir 
oldest and most Innportnnl schools 
Of htislnes.s aJmlnlsiratlon told me 
thai after comparing tho business 
caner with the college record of a 
large number of nicn he was liioliii- 
ed to 'believe that the iwo qualities 
that had more to ilo with bu.-jtnoss 
success than any others were l.act 
and Initiative, and of these he would 
give first plai-f lo tact 

The college tnan himsolf is prone 
to resent a suggestion ot tlic sort 
Ho may toll you that the 'glad- 
bunder* is not a model he iisplres to 
follow, blind to the wide range that 
lies oiicii to his choice between boor 
Ishncss ai'd Jîaîi'ntttrj'. 

Tlio cas«! recurs to nie of a young 
in;in whose professors were enthu- 
siastic over the way ho had preimr- 
ed business 'reports a-vslgned him 
galhereil biisliiess data, .'111(1 so on 
They called hlni one of theli' star 
men. l''or mote than two years after 
he entered Big Business every effort 
was iiuide to fit this young mail In 
lo llie right niche, ills college ex- 
pressed much surprise that he was 
not giving a good account of himself, 
l-'inally, when Ilo htid aciaimulaied 
»o many black marks that it was 
impossible to transfer him again. It 
was decided to 'let him nut' It clo- 
vo/V(.,| upon mi' to do so. 

'I wisii,' he .said witli touching -liu 
mlliiy, 'thai you woulii tell mo what 
is the matter with iiie 
'IJo you think you can stand It?' 
•Kire away! 

'Well, then, 1 may he mistaken, bul 
the trouble is, as I see it, tlial you're 
still revolving around yoiisidf. Vou'r 
not even aware of the cxi.stence of 
other people. They may not a'^vays 
analyze wh<at it Is about you that 
antagonizes them, but It's the fact 
that when you deal witli tliein you 
don'l know they're tlii'io.' 
'Wiiai am l going to do about it 
'Hail out on a voyage of discovery. 
Start from this port — yuiir first dis 
missal. Disoovor that there are mil 
lion» and millions of people in tin: 
world besides yourself. The vei-y 
minute you've niude tiio di.soovery 
it'll write itaelt in your eyes. They'll 
enow.'

mice, the 



college man's char;,'es ngalnsl Big 
Bu.Hlness ••ire. it must be admitted, 
far more numerous, if not always so 
subsluntlnlly foiintlncd. 0 
Tho first Jolt the college man re- 
cloves Is when ^le finds" he Is no 
longer in college. During lils cdllego 
career he has cnnsldereil himself a 
r.'ither freo IntUvldual, standing on 
his own feet. The tçiith Is, ho has 
been tied to strong leading strings. 
Cut loose from them, he flounitor» 
Rround In t:ils new element, the 
Kreal chafdic world of business, .a.t- 
salllng it for the lack of dlrectloi! 
It gives him. Quite unconsclou.'ily 
ho has carried over Into the liuslnesH 
world the habits and expccUtlons of 
the cnmpus. He thinks of himself 
as taking a sort of postgrndiiato 
cours", iiils.se.4 a. set curriculum and 
marks. |f there are college men who 
discern only too plainly the lino of 
their ascent, far more complain, 
•What's ahead of me'? That's what 
I, can't see!' Not a glimmer has yet 
reached such a man that his power 
to see this will he ihi' measure of 
his progres.s; that business leaders 
have laigi.'ly developed their strength 
through hewing Ihelr own paths, 
and through Just such a ilark maze 
as he himself laces. 

However, that may he. more than 
a few farslghled exocuHves believe 
lliere Is unwarr.antcii waste for Big 
Business as well as for the college 
man in this early period of tlound- 
t'rlng. .More and more companies 
are inslltut'ng training courses for 
tlieir college men. Mut whatever 
may be done In this line, conditions 
of campus and company must remain 
broadly different; and In the presonl 
day, !it least, the collego man can 
Pl•obah^y more re;ullly .iiljusl him 
self to llie.^i^ ilii fir.'iui.H than can 
the older, more unwieldy party to 
the alliance. 

It Is. I inviglne, t.he|llluslon tli.ii hi- i.« 
still at college thai lends the colege muu 
to ,'isl(, during hi.i business novlllaie, 
for many special privileges. Ho is 
iLCcustumed to .a more flexible Insti- 
tution. Moreover, tho one lie has 
left was created especially to care 
for bis needs. 'J'he oni; he has en- 
tered was hiiill without regard tr 
tlicin. Being of the age when lils 
friends are inarrylng and being giv- 
en in marriage, he often, for exam- 
ple, asks for a few days off lo run 
out to ijolroit, or to some other city 
far or near, to .ict ,as groomsman. 
To the Big Business executive, wed- 
dings, tmless In hl.s own family, 
have cea.sed to have much import- 
ance. The young man'.s Innocent re 
quest assumes to liim, especially If 
made In this busy sca.son, almost 
monstrous proportions. Only th! 
college man, 'he declares, expects 
such privileges. And the college man, 
for his part, thinks it 'entirely too 
trivial a matter lo kick up a row 
aljout.' Xot yet thoroughly ucclimat 
ized. In; has not learned that the 
trivial may loom as large In the 
daily Inner life of a great world-flung 
organiitation as In tlie most insignl- 
ticaiu domestic, ménage. 

1 know it to bo a fact that one 
uiuisually enpable young gradiuale se- 
rloi;sly, it not Indeed Irreparably 
damaged IiI.h future when, on being 
offered a post in a. distant city, one 
that ntnrked definite advancement 
and to which he was expected to 
proceed at once, he .asked whether 
he might not dolny two or throe 
weeks In order lo act as attendant at 
a local wedding. 

Oil the college man's side. In f.ils 
difference of ouilook, I heard one 
charge liidi(;nanily .-igalnsi ,'in execu- 
tive with strict notions of business 
tltity, 'Why, that mat) would n't ex- 
pect me In tnlte time to go to my 
mother's funeral I" 

To-morrow Big Rtislncas will be- 
long lo the college man. It romains 
to he seen what he will mnko of It. 
Today It Is largely fjoveriiod, by tlie 
Old type of executive, ;mil perhaps 
the best thing I In; college jnan can 
do with certain of Its conditions is 
to keep litem well In mlml till tin 
time comOH ' Vvhen ho may correct 
thorn. If ho still considers these con- 
ditions unncci-.'isary iiinl ohiiosloiis. 

Not the past of tlie shoclis frcnii 
which the college man must recover 
Is his discovery that business, ev<;n 
Big Htislncss, Is iinliuulne.ssllke. There 
was nolhijig in jectitro or texllioolc to 
suggest this— no hint from profess- 
ors. He has been led to helleve lliat 
gr(;al business organizations proccji'il 
almost Invariably by well-lhougbl- 
oiil policies, liy virtually error-proof 
methods, from triumph to triiiinpli. 
Instead or, as In fact, muddiliiiM' along 
with one lliiKh of insight and then 
another lo carry liieni tiirough their 
welter of waste ami costly, if wdl- 
covored-up,' mistakes. |for four bu- 
prcssloiiiiblo years llie young eollii 
g:an has heard lUg Business exalted, 
almo.st apollicoslzcil. Ile Joins him- 
self to it in a flame ot clithtisliisni. 
No mailer what wonders 11 luveals to 
hl.s nioru mature vision, the wniitidij 
of his first dtsenchuntincnt are slow 
lo heal. ... 

Ill many directions he Is all nt 
onci; lei iliiwn. In nlm; cases out of 
ten lic I'inils bis work too easy. It Is 
tho fashion- nt the <lay to-advlso tho 
'inamil'aoliirer with idiot son lo sand 
him lo Harvard, where bo will ha.vn 
no dltfli^iiily in making ihi; grailn 
Bill tlu: faol remains llial llar^'\iril 
and a'l ollii r uni versilles of ihii ISrsl 
rank havn courses siifficieutly Hlil'f 
to exercise Iho best brains they aru 
likely to be asked to direct.

Ot his Illusions, the very tlrsl. 
however, lo bo shattered Is In reg.ard 
to tho loyalty 'he has assumed exist- 
ed a,nd to which he hns so often 
heard glowing- reference. In a huK'- 
modern business enterprise, men iire 
attached or disaffected according a-s 
tlioy consider lliemsclve.s to havo 
been well or unfairly treated liy the 
nebulous aggregation that goes by 
llie name of 'the i;omipaiiy.' And .i 
largi' pro|inrt!oii of iiioii. "vi'm in llin 
most competently adminlHler! d cor- 
porations, consider ihemselve.i to 
have met something less than their 
due. 

The college man arrives., slightly 
nervous, hut in higli .■spirits, to 
Hl.'irt his (list day. He is liirnoil 
over to .Mr. X, a minor executive, 
ten or fifteen years with the comiiany 
and In a falriy re.'iponslblu position. 
.Mr. X turns liitn over to siibnrdin- 
atf'S who aro lo familiarize lilm with 
thf work of tho depnrtinent. I'.i fore 
closing linii' the college man lia;' 
heard half a dozen liini'S wiial is 
considered more Important than any- 
thing el.se that llic newcomer should 
find out. 'Believe me, there's no 
chancii for a man in this company!' 
l!y the end of hi;! second day he has 
li'iiriii'il Ilial .M;-. .\ liirii;:<'lr has Ilt- 
tlo faith In l.ie (.■ompany's opporlii- 
nllles. 

If filled loo full of 'dlsloynr tall;, 
ho becomes discouraged, severs his 
connection afU'r .'i f'-w iiionlh.s, and 
enters another liiit;c ami famous or 
ganlzatlon where lie finds, to h's 
surprise, exactly the same thing. In 
the course of several years. If he 
continues to cliango from Big Bust- 
iinss to Bl'-r Busln';s.s, he has ceas'-d 
to be aff'.clfd by talk of ilie sort

gone as far as their own limitations 
permitted.

One way fo lesson .shocks, with 
their concomitant disasters, is for the 
college man to enter Big BuMlness 
■forewamcd. It; is: -perhaps loo much to 
ask of Big Business that it should tear 
away Its own \fW^ But why not more 
accurate Information from those who 
point the wwy to the business field? 
And it would help of course, if Big 
Business itself could furnish more 
unkltiR executives willing to give the 
coUego man practical aid while ho Is 
TviEslng through this stage. I used 
sometimes to ask a certain executive, 
at once rarely mellciw and of most 
dlstlnguLshcd attainments, if he would 
not talk to this or that young college 
or technical man. utterly disheartened 
In regard to his fulvre. And to observe 
the bearing of the college «an after 
the inter^'low Tras to know that many 
anxious questions h*fl 
torlly answered. X Big Brothers A8»o- 
ciatJon as a part of Big Buslneés 
would, I fancj', pay dMdcndi. 

For one Wiing, it might make ths 
celloge mart understood why a dull ear 
Is so often turned to Ws cheri.-ihed 
proposals; wliy they are tucked away, 
after being perfunctorily glanced at 
to gather dust in cubbyholes already 
bulging with plans, graphs, sales 
analyses, and what not. propar.ed by 
ofher brlgiit yOung college men. Every 
year young men enter Big Business 
genuinely competent to show it where 
it may save or make Ojousands upon 
thousands of dollars. To be able to 
show this Is comparatively easy for 
the college man ot_unusual Intelligence 
plus superior training. But to secure 
and hold attention of an executive 
long enough to convince him of the 
alue of a proposal, and convince him 
to the pfXlnt where he is ready to act 
on it. Is a vaally dlfflereni matter. No 
subject In his curriculum, no labora- 
tory,- has given him Uhe cl«e. No 
Bmtly Post has arisen to write for 
..Im a Business Bluehook. H the col- 
lege man charges the failure 6f his 
jugge«tlons to get over partly to his 
own maladroltness, he includes if also 
in a general va«ue feeling of resent- 
ment against tli« other party to the 
alliance. 

Has the college in any degree been 
derelict? I am awiare that college 
does not wist for the sole or even the 
palmary purpose of fitting men to 
make money; 'but In view of the fact 
that an ever-increasing proportion of 
olloge men turn to lyuainess, could 
the college, along with Us courses In 
cost accounting, Uhe psychology of ad- 
vertising, economic geography, statist- 
ics, and mercIiandlBlng, have placed 
more emphasis on a human and per-

Speaker Claims Examples 
From History Will Furnish 
Inspiration, to France 

(By J. P. Manion 

Before a large and keenly Interest- 
ed nudlonuo at the Ultz Carlton ■ la.^t 
night, Mr. Daniel .MIchonot Oollverod 
a very learned but at the .same time 
an extremely acceptable address on 
the Life and Works of Ijtimnrtine. Jlr. 
Mlchenot, who is In America for only 
a short tour, has the Inborn oloquonj:o 
of the I'^rnnch, hut has developed It 
to a high Uegroo. With his naturally 
piciusant and colorful voice and rendi- 
tion, ho mi\dc a historical stibjout 
throb with interest. His elocution is 
a revelation, while his pronuhclatlnn 
Is perfect In tone and accentuation. 

The lecture la.st night was .tlio first 
of the winter lecture season of the 
Alliance l''r.i.ncrtlse, which is under the 
direction of one of our French pro- 
fessors, Dr. Paul Villard for the en- 
suing year. 

Mr. Mlchenot began his address by 
giving a short survey of Franco at 
the present time. He olalmod that the 
leading chumctcrlstlc of the down- 
trodden France of today is the lack 
of men. Not only wer men necessary 
to Increase the birth-rate, but also to 
lead the htought and action of Fr.-uicp. 
Tliey ned men of character, genluscH, 
and leaders. The lock of men Is due 
to the great number who' made the 
supreme sacrifice during the world 
war. They died on the crest of that 
wave of patriotism, cnthusliusm, and 
glorious heroism. The different ele- 
ments in France, the old and the new 
thought cannot be joined together 
without held from those who arc so 
few in number, those between the ages 



^!onal art vitally Important to the col- 
legian's future. 

Solely chargeable, at tiny rate, to 
the college man's youth Is his tenden- 
cy to regard any glvon Big Business 
as more or loss flnl-sherf product. De- 
ceived by its mass and momentum. In 
spltte of the fact that, unlike Kipling's 
MuU-aney, the college man is not un- 
aware of his strength, he can hardly 
conceive himself making a dent on 
Us stratified surface. He studies the 
orpnjiization chart, if It be not too 
carefully guarded. He pictures his own 
progreas as condUlonièd-Jby- the death 
or removal 'to flbe miperanntiated list 
of a long lln« of superiors on the 
same branch to which he .adheres, 
as yet a mere twig. What he does not 
see are the changes that will be 
wTTOUght In this chart the branches to 
be groiftod wihioro branches tiever grew 
before. Even leas does ho vision those 
potentilalltlcs within hlmsejf that may 
alter the chart's whole aspect. No 
superhuman task. After all. Big Busi- 
ness la not growth of agea. It is 
baroly emerging from its own first 
year.

The most serious Indictment the col- 
lege man brings against Big Business 
in its "present "staeM of development, 
that the men Who ' have shaped Big 
Business have themselves been shaped 
Into forms he wishes to «iscjipo. Is ■one 
to whicli any facile reply Is more 
certain t-o bring silence than convic- 
tion. During his first year or so in 
huslness, the college man is still keenly 
(sensitive to human values, not so easi- 
ly taken In by mere outward Import- 
ance. Furthermore, however platitu- 
dinous the auggestlion ithat reverence 
for their elders merely In the score of 
their ' age Is entirely lacking in the 
young people of to-day, it has definite 
bearing. Neither dad nor the president 
of a billion-dollar combine escapes the 
cle(u*-eyed scrutiny of the young col 
lege man of <ihls era. Whatever may 
be true twenty years later, during his 
first year in business he examines ''s 
leaders, thoir views and I heir ways 
with detaclimenl and frequently with 
distaste, 'If this—' aie says. 'Well, I 
wonder — ' 

But has Aie college man suffiolenlly 
considered that, unlike most of his 
elders, he himself has been taken up 
Into- the high places, whence he could 
look off and sec something of the 
potlorn? Ho has (Hscorned Uliat the 
authors of 'Bu.slncss is Business' 
missed his owm early unclouded chance 
to perceive that Business Is Life? It 
would be a pity If the college can, 
with his braid outlook, and Big Busi- 
ness, with its rich exporience, should 
grow in distrust of e.ich other. 

'But there is no adventure In Big 
Business,' the college man still Iiislst.s. 
There is too great certainly.' 

On the contrary, t!i^^^|p certain- 
ly at all, but a horolç' haïard for the 
man who is determined tlhat, if it 
Hhajjes, it shall not inlsahape him.

his time, and above all he had passed 
a life above reproach.

As 
a yoting m.tn, ho was undecided .oh to 
his fiuture career. Dreaming at last of 
becoming a poet, he studied assldoua- 
ly, becomes a' hook-'lover, but yet^^ be- 
lieves that he should gain experience 
In every walk of life. He la a young 
mon of very high learning and of 
greater pretensinns. He tries to write 
poetry, but he fails because of the 
lack of sentiment — he had iien'er hnd 
the inspiration which rises from lovu. 
however, he aoon encountered .hla fi.\st 
love affair, and this is the inspira- 
tion for one of his most beautiful 
poems. "The Luke". 

I^aonaklne; married ain English girl 
and was hoippy for a time, until sor- 
rows again as»illed him. First his 
son, and later his daughter died, and 
these misfortunes seem to have ad- 
ded to the feeling and senllmeiH In 
his poetry. Soon after, he became am- 
bitious In the field of politics, and 
between the yeans 1840 and 1848 ho 
was the hero of Prance, and the ad- 
miration of the legislators of othor 
countries.
